“You will give money to any cause 
which asks for it; you will help the needy 
farmer; you will contribute to relief 
funds right and left, and yet you will let 
coopers right herein your-own city, mak- 
ing barrels for your own mills, suffer for 
the necessaries of life. You will not 
pay them enough to let them live.” It 
is said that a cooper delivered himself 
before the Minneapolis millers to this 
effect a few days ago and hit the bull’s- 
eye. There is a great deal to think 
> in this cooper’s observation. 
There is more than a grain of truth in 
it, too; and yet the Minneapolis millers 
can not justly be blamed, entirely and 
exclusively, for the unfortunate lot of the 
cooper, any more than the flour buyer 
who gets his flour at less than cost can 
be held to account for the miller’s bad 
fortune. Perhaps there are too man 
coopers and perhaps they, like the mill- 
ers, feel the effect of unbridled compe- 
tition. Again, the demand for a cheap 
—a very cheap—package, is imperative, 
and the barrel is not the coming—it is 
the going—article for this purpose. It 
must be only aquestion of time when its 
use will be very limited, indeed. Under 
these conditions the cooper’s lot is 
indeed a hard one and he is entitled 
to the sympathy and the assistance of 
the milling trade. At the same time 
he can not expect, under the existing 
state of affairs, to find either encourage- 
ment or great profit in his business. 
Millers would undoubtedly be glad to 
pay good prices for barrels, but to do so 
at aloss to themselves is not good busi- 
ness sense and the practice could not be 
kept up long enough to affect the ulti- 
mate fate of the coopers’ trade. It is 
very probable, however, that Minneapo- 
lis millers will have to pay more for bar- 
rels than they have for some time back.

We Quote below the opinions of sev- 
eral steamship men on the reform bill 
of lading. These extracts are from let- 
ters sent us in reply to our inquiry, the 
text of which we have already published: 

Ir seems probable that the most effect- 
ual method for millers to pursue in order 
to accomplish the reform of transit and 
bill of lading abuses so much desired, is 
to unite in shipping via lines which show 
a disposition to respect their rights and 
discriminating against others which are 
notoriously negligent and arbitrary. 
Such a course might necessitate some 

uniary losses, which would be exceed- 
ingly unwelcome during these times of 
pan, profits. Nevertheless if American 
millers desire to hold their foreign trade 
and western millers expect to re in 
seaboard markets, they must make up 
their minds to decisive action, and if it 
entails inconvenience and even uni- 
ary loss to use certain lines and ignore 
thers, the sacrifice should be~ willingly 
and gladly made for the principle in- 
volved. ere is no doubt that buyers, 
both in the east and in Great Britain, 
will cheerfully codperate in such a plan. 
It is the volume of business which 
counts. If all the flour in America was 
controlled, sold and shipped by one firm, 
within a agg ome 2 firm could ie.

Editor Northwestern Miller: 

It is too plain a fact to need any argu- 
ment, that one of the most noticeable 
evils of those which the western miller 
has had to contend with in building up 
and keeping a distant domestic and an 
export trade, is the excessive and unnec- 
essary delay at transfer points on the 
It has seemed diffi- 
cult to remedy the delay at seaboard 
points, but it would seem that the inland 
delays, which are often as long, might 
be more easily done away with. A great 
majority of eastern points are reached 
by two or more competing fast freight 
lines at equal rates,and if western ship- 
pers would regularly give their patron- 
age to the line which would make special 
efforts to give them quick transit, com- 
petition for freight might secure some 
reform. To do this, it is necessary to 
have the codperation of other western 
shippers and to give publicity to cases of 
frequent and long delays. We desire to 
call attention to some happening since 
Jan. 1, via different lines. They are in 
brief as follows: One car shipped via the 
Red line, across Lake Michigan, re- 
mained in the dock here 18 days, a car 
via the Commercial Express line 30 days, 
acar via the Great Eastern line 22 days, 
a car via the Blue line 20 days, and acar 
via the Empire line 45 days. These de- 
lays are simply sample ones which we 
happen to be aware of on account of 
complaints from consignees. All the 
cars above spoken of were delivered by 
team to the docks here. Minneapolis 
millers perhaps sadly know what the 
chances of delay are, when cars have to 
wait their turn before they are even un- 
loaded into the dock. Of course, one is 
not obliged to ship via the cheapest route 
east, but it would perhaps be well to call 
the attention of the agents who solicit 
freight via this route to the facts of 
these delays.

There has been little change in the 
running of our mills the past week, with 
the exception of the shutting down of 
mill A of the Acme Co. and the starting 
up of mill B. Owing to the accident to 
the engine of mill A last Friday, by 
which the cylinder-head was blown out 
and the cylinder cracked, that mill will 
be shut down for some weeks, putting in 
anew cylinder. In the meantime mill 
B will run. Trade has been quiet, the 
demand for flour having fallen off with 
the decline in wheat. As all the mills 
had sold ahead when demand was active 
last week, they have run full time. Some 
few sales for export have been made this 
week, but at such figures as to leave 
small margin of profit. Demand for 
millfeed continues good, at full prices. 
Wagon receipts of wheat have been 
small. The belief is gaining ground that 
there is not as much wheat back in farm- 
ers’ bins as has been estimated. A num- 
ber of country mills in central Indiana 
and Ohio, have had to come to this mar- 
ket to buy wheat, in order to fill demand 
from their local trade. Our grain deal- 
ers and millers have received many re- 
ports of damage to the growing wheat 
throughout Indiana since the last cold 
spell». If half the damage kas been done 
that is claimed, our yield will show a de- 
cided reduction. There is no question 
but that the wheat sown on clay ground 
has been damaged, the roots in many in- 
stances when pulled up showing a black 
and wilted appearance.

Death of O: A. Pray. 





Otis A. Pray, the pioneer mill builder 
and millfurnisher of Minneapolis, died 
at midnight, Monday, March 17, at his 
residence in this city, after about a 
month’s illness. The cause of his death 
was pneumonia, brought on by an at- 
tack of “la grippe” some weeks before. 
The fact had been known that Mr. Pray 
was in a very critical state on several oc- 
casions of late, this being. especially the 
case one week before his death, but on 
Saturday strong hopes were entertained 
of his ultimate recovery, and the final 
dissolution came quite unexpectedly to 
most of his friends. 

The deceased was born in Livermore, | 
Me., Feb. 28, 1833, and at the time of his 
death was a few days over 57 years of 


and opened a shop for the construction 
of woodworki oarges § ay « 
the season of 1866 the-firm of Webster 
Pray built the “big mill”—now the 
Washburn B—the first large mill in the 
spring wheat section, and the one in 
which the system of new process milling 
was about three years later inaugurated. 
During this season the firm had 18 or 20 
contracts on hand at once, and employed 
over 300 millwrights. Mr, Webster with- 
drew in 1868, and Mr. Pray shortly 
afterward. bought an interest in 
the. old Minnesota Iron. Works, 
then operated by Lee & Hardenbergh, 
but continued with them less than a 
ear. He next bought the Minneapolis 
fea Works, located on the corner of Sec- 
ond street and Sixth avenue south, the 
plant consisting of five or six lathes, a 
planer and a drill press. He operated 
this shop about two and a half yéars, and 
then sold the tools to the North Star 
Tron Works, and the building to Gibson 
& Tyler, of the North Star woolen mill. 
It was during Mr. Pray’s ownership of 
this shop that the new process era of 
milling dawned. He was quite intimate- 
ly acquainted .with E. N. La Croix, the 
inventor of the middlings purifier, and 
furnished the iron work for the first ma- 
chine designed.

ROCHESTER.

On Friday morning there passed to 
his last rest at his home in this city a 
pioneer miller, whose life-work has as- 
sisted largely in building up the milling 
industry here and giving to Rochester 
its title of the “Flour City.” Jos. H. 
Pool’s death will be sincerely mourned 
by millers in this and other parts of the 
country, for he was held in the highest 
esteem on account of his many excellent 
traits of character among all with whom 
he associated either in business or so- 
cially. Deceased was born in London, 
Eng., 79 years ago, came to this country 
at the age.of 27, and settled Sey 
in Pittsford, in this country. There he 
was married and came to ‘Rochester 
in 1840. For a time he was connected 
with the old Central market. In 1862 he 
engaged in the milling business, buying 
the old Granite mill, and he was for sev- 
eral years a partner of the late George 
J. Whitney. Ever since that date he 
has been interested in the business, 
having been in the Jefferson, C. J. Hill 
and Whitney mills. He also built the 
“B” mill of the Moseley & Motley Milling 
Co. At the time of the memorable 
naphtha explosion of Dec. 21, 1887, he 
owned the Clinton mill, which was en- 
tirely destroyed in that disaster. He had 
previously thought of retiring from busi- 
ness and so did not rebuild the mill, the 
ruins of which still lie on the river bank. 
In the suit. for damages against the 
Vacuum Oil Co. he recovered over $40,- 
000 by a decision rendered a few weeks 
of such 





ago. The excitement a 
catastrophe and the worry of the 
ensuing litigation were a _ great 
strain on Mr. Pool’s health. 


He was a sufferer from heart disease 
for some years, and these causes may 
have aggravated the disease. He was 
confined to his house for three weeks pre- 
ceding his death. The deceased was a 
man who loved his friends, and his buoy- 
ant disposition made him exceedingly 
popular. He was fond of traveling, and 
crossed the Atlantic thirty-seven times. 
A man of wide reading and a pleasant 
conversationalist, his company was 
much prized, and his loss will be severe- 
ly felt by his associates. He wasa thirty- 
second degree Mason, and before ill 
health prevented was actively interest- 
ed in all Masonic doings. He was alsoa 
member of several local social clubs. 
In religion he was of the Church of En- 
gland faith. He leaves beside his wife 
four sons and two daughters. 

Nearly all the millers of the city at- 
tended a meeting held this this afternoon 
at the office of the Moseley & Motley 
Milling Co. to take suitable action on 
the death of Mr, Pool. J. G. Davis pre- 
sided and Geo. Motley acted as secretary.

The past week has shown very little 
improvement in any department of the 
market, the sales of agents ruling light. 
The recent advance asked for spring 
patents has fallen flat, and the market is 
now in as slow shape as it has been since 
the opening of the year. Agents are 
now offering flour freely at the figures 
they refused last week, but buyers have 
lost all desire to purchase. The trouble 
with the market here is that when buy- 
ers get braced up so that they will take 
the flour, the mills raise the price on 
them, so that the business always man- 
ages to keep dull for some reason or 
other. Had the mills been inclined to 
let their flour go ten. days ago, when 
buyers were in the spirit to operate, 
good lines could have been placed, but 
the 10c advance which most of the mills 
put on when they found the flour was 
selling, was enough to knock the busi- 
ness in the head. Now that the market 
is down to low water mark again, sellers 
will be obliged to wait until all of the 
stocks which buyers put in during the 
recent flurry get worked out of the way, 
before they can look for much business. 
Of course any other excitement would 
be apt to start the trade before that 
time, as even with what little flour it 
bought ten days ago, the east is but 
lightly stocked. The fact that the 
trade is working close to its stocks 
keeps it on the market a good share of 
the time, and when a turn for the bet- 
ter appears, all are anxious to take hold 
to a moderate extent. Then they must 
have the flour at once as they are all 
out, but it is surprising how indifferent 
they can be about supplies when the 
wheat market looks weak. 

Spring patents still take the lead in 
this market, so far as the business doing 
is concerned, and the bulk of the de- 
mand appears to be for this grade. The 
prices ruling are about $4.85@5 for the 
bulk of the better grades offering, and 
while one or two special brands com- 
mand more, they are not quotable as the 
regular market. Ten days ago, man 
thousand barrels of these flours whic 
are now being freely offered at $5, could 





have been sold at that figure, but at that | g 


time the mills wanted $5.10, and would 
not break in the least. Now they have 
come down, it is doubtful if buyers would 
do much at $4.90 for the same flour, as 
the hopeful wheat reports have caused 
eastern consumers to give up all thoughts 
of high flour. If the winter wheat crops 
should be badly damaged, it would have 
some effect on prices and make the trade 
here less confident of low values, but out- 
side of that, it is hard work to make buy- 
ers see anything tangible on which to 
base any advance in the market. 

On ’change conditions are still slow 
with trade slack. All kinds of grain are 
flat, and sales of corn and oats are be- 
ing steadily made at about le below the 
cost to ship from the west. This is un- 
satisfactory to dealers and shippers 
alike, but the grain seems to come for- 
ward just the same. The building com- 
mittee is busy placing the contract for 
the new building, but from an outside 
point of view does not appear to be mak-

Last week was the “on week” for sev- 
eral of the mills, and the output. was 
increased to almost 23,000 bbls per day. 
The aggregate production was 137,700 
bbls, against 118,850 bbls the week be- 
fore, and 93,780 bbls for the correspond- 
ing time in 1889. There has been quite 
a heavy falling off in the output for the 
current week from various causes. The 
water was shut out of the main canal 
at noon today, and is not likely tobe let 
in again for‘a month or six weeks. While 
all except three of the mills draw their 
water power from this canal, closing 
it does not mean as much in 
the matter of restricting the pro- 
duction as might be _ expected. 
Only three mills, representing a daily 
output of perhaps 1,200 bbls, have lately 
been depending. wholly on water, and 
their manufacture is cut off. The other 
mills in operation have used steam, either 
entirely or in the main, and, while a lit- 
tle more expensive to those from whom 
the water is cut off, they can run about 
the same. The canal is closed up to ad- 
mit of extensive improvements being 
made to the power. There are some oth- 
ers shut down this week on account of 
getting out of orders, and they will likely 
be moving again inafew days. There 
were twelve mills running today, pro- 
ducing about 19,000 bbls per 24 hours. 
The flour market has so far failed to 
show any special improvement, though 
some millers report a trifle more demand. 
Prices are pretty strong in sympathy 
with wheat, and a few mills ask 10c ad- 
vance over a week ago. There are some 
firms who manufacture only as they get 
orders to fill, but others are storing con- 
siderably, quite a httle at present going 
to Duluth. Export trade is. very light, 
but a heavy decline in ocean rates may 
help this branch of business somewhat. 
The direct export shipments last week 
were 38,800 bbls, against 27,300 bbls for 
the preceding week. London asking 
quotations for 280 lbs c.i.f. are: Pat-

The mills which are 
cut off from power by the canal being 
closed are the Cataract, Holly and Da- 
kota. TheStandard, Pillsbury B, Crown 
Roller and a few others on the west side 
have been using what water they could 
get, in connection with steam, but as the 
benefit thus derived was small, they will 
not be greatly inconvenienced by the 
change. 





New Patents Issued. 
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Sur MARKETS 


Minneapouis, March 19. 
Wheat regained last week about all it 
lost before. This was owing more, per- 
haps, to speculation on probable dam- 
done by cold weather to winter 
wheat than to anything else. It was 
believed that the previous cold snap had 
injured wheat to some extent along the 
Ohio valley, and on account of a further 
advance in growth the fear was that the 
dam from the cold last week would 
be still more serious. Many very con- 
flicting reports have been received from 
Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, and even west 
of the Mississippi river, in Missouri and 
Kansas. Some of them said that the 
Fultz variety, largely planted in south- 
ern and central Illinois, was very largely 
killed. Other people who had traveled 
extensively through the same sections 
sent out reports that no serious harm 
had been done. Some of these latter 
claimed to be experts, and had been sent 
out presumably by wheat speculators, 
and their reports were given less confi- 
dence than if they had been by entirely 
disinterested parties. Late reports from 
Kansas and Missouri say that the plant 
is all right there. Seeding is late in the 
ring wheat sections. A year ago much 
of the wheat in the northwest was in the 
ground earlier than now. ‘Two years 
ago the season was called late, but seed- 
ing began about the middle of March, 
while the yegeogn | was earlier three 
years ago. As to whether early sceding 
is preferable to late depends altogether 
on the season during its growth. The 
prospect of the present is that it will be 
late. , 











The movement of wheat from interior 
elevators in the northwest has again 
been larger, and for the week amounted 
to 891,600 bus, which was an increase of 
nearly 200,000 bus over any previous 
week for a long time. Wagon roads had 
been expected to break up and where 
farmers had much surplus wheat to sell 
they hauled it to their country towns. 
It is time for spring wheat seeding to be- 
gin whenever suitable weather arrives, 
and farmers are preparing for it by dis- 
posing of as much of their surplus as 
they need to sell before starting their 
spring work. 

Stocks of wheat in country elevators 
in Minnesota and the Dakotas decreased 
509,000 bus last week, and are now 6,723,- 
000 bus, against 7,222,000 bus the pre- 
vious week. The stocks in Minneapolis 
public elevators are 7,502,676 bus; in 
store in Duluth and afloat, 4,826,543 bus; 


in St. Paul, 295,000, and in private eleva- aa 


torsin Minneapolis, 1,974,000 bus. There 
was an increase in stocks at Minneapolis 
and Duluth of 195,228 bus, with St. Paul 
unchanged. By taking that increase 
from the decrease in country stocks it 
would leave the entire supply in store 
303,772 bus less than in the previous 
week, making in store altogether in Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas, at all interior 
and terminal points, 21,321,219 bus.

‘ore the recent activity and improve- 
ment, on which millers got the big bull 
head, and overdid the situation, as I in- 
timated they seemed likely to do in my 
letter noting the turn in the flour mar- 
ket after 90 days of the worst stagnation 
ever known. Notwithstanding that warn- 
ing, they advanced prices faster than the 
trade would follow, and brought vy 2 
themselves another dead-lock, which has 
lasted now nearly two weeks, during 
which time fully half the late advance 
of 10@25c, respectively on low and high 
grades, has not only been lost, but with- 
out restoring the demand, which was 
still active at the first half of the ad- 
vance, and which was driven off by the 
last. Scarcely anything has been done 
since in lines, either for home or export 
trade, and the small purchases made by 
the latter have been mostly at the bot- 
tom prices before the rise took place, on 
all the grades below $3.50. Above that 
figure to $4.30 there has been a fair local 
demand for bakers’ extras, especially 
springs and winter straights, both of 
which have held about 10c above the 
slaughter prices, when removal from the 
railroad docks was the order of the day. 
But the grades above $4.50 have dragged, 
with buyers bidding the old bottom 
prices and sellers asking 10c more on 
lines and selling only car lots and few of 
them at 10@15c under the late extreme 
top prices. The dullness has been ag- 
gravated by the free purchases of the 
jobbing trade made three weeks ago 
which enabled most dealers to remain 
out of the market. Hence standard 
spring patents that were up to $5 have 
settled heck to $4.85@4.90 and standard 
winters from $4.85 to $4.90 back to $4.75 
and then remained lifeless, until. the 
wheat market turned up, about the mid- 
dle of the week, and brought in a good 
home demand at the above inside prices, 
which were accepted for a couple of days 
with a good business done.

We have had a week of very wintry 
weather. The frost has been very severe, 
but heavy snow has fallen so that no harm 
can have happened to the young wheat 
plant, which is perhaps too forward to be 
exposed with impunity to the effects of 
continued sharp frosts in an unprotected 
state. In France, Spain, Italy and Aus- 
tria the weather has been equally severe 
and in the south of Russia a sudden set- 
ting in of severe frost led to the tempo- 
rary closing of Odessa, which, however, 
immediately reopened. Crop prospects 
generally are favorable in the United 
Kingdom, in France, Germany, Belgium 
and Holland, but rather uncertain in 
Hungary, Roumania. and South Russia, 
from which latter country complaints 
are heard of the injurious effects of the 
sharp frost during February upon the 
unprotected wheat and rye plants. Itis, 
however, quite too early to judge with 
any degree of certainty what the actual 
effects are. 

The wheat trade this past week has 
awakened to the discovery that stocks in 
first hands are getting dangerously 
short, the total of wheat and flour on 
March’ 1 not exceeding 1,400,000 qrs, 
against 1,950,000 qrs last year, 1,750,000 
qrs in 1888, 1,700,000 qrs in 1887 and 
2,800,000 qrs in 1886. There was, in con- 
sequence, quite a little scramble to bu 
wheat forward, quite a numberof Cali- 
fornian cargoes for prompt shipment be- 
ing sold at 34s 94@35s 114d, Oregon car- 
goesin a similar position realizing 35s 9d 
@36s. Notmuch attention seems to be 
paid to Australian wheat, the quality 
being feared, although the overland sam- 
ples to hand, show a better quality than 
was expected. Russian wheats, too, are 
held too high for buyers, the prices 
asked, viz, 33@36s, rendering these 
wheats much less profitable to the mill- 
er than they have hitherto been in com- 
parison with other wheats. The first 
sales of red winter which have transpired 
have come to light this week, several 
steamer cargoes for March and April 
shipment fetching 33s (United Kingdom 
price) for Lisbon. The speculative de- 
mand, however, was soon satisfied, and 
we arenowina pose expectant attitude. 
Holders are stiff and confident, but buy- 
ers are uncertain regarding the actual 
position of supplies in the United King- 
dom, and especially the increasing quan- 
tity afloat is not entirely reassuring for a 
further advance.

Ocean freights have declined 5s per 
ton during the past week, or from 17s 6d 
to 12s 6d, without stimulating business 
very much, though at the close a fair 
amount of room for export was engaged. 
The demand from abroad has been mod- 
erate and at lower prices—say 3@6d per 
sack—which has checked sales, and what 
little was done has been on domestic ac- 
count. The production here has in- 
creased slightly, and averaged 3,675 bbls 
per day, against 3,600 last week, 5,025 the 
same time last year, 5,625 in 1888, 3,075 
in 1887, 2,950 in: 1886, 3,850 in 1885 and 
3,350 in 1884. The movement here this 
week was very large, receipts averaging 
12,500 bbls, against 9,000 last week, 11,000 
the same time last year and 5,000 in 1888. 
Shipments were correspondingly heavy, 
averaging 14,000 bbls per day, against 
12,500 last week, 14,500 the same time 
last year and 9,000 in 1888. The wheat 
market is watched very closely by mill- 
ers, who look for a material improvement 
in flour if values of the cereal are sus- 
tained. Choice hard spring wheat pat- 
ents are selling at about $4.50, though 
$4.60 is generally demanded, while some 
brands go at $4.40. A lower grade, made 
from No. 3 wheat, and packed in sacks, 
brings $4@4.25. Choice bakers’ brands 
range at $2.75@3 for clears and $3.25@ 
3.50 for straights, while the No. 3 wheat 
product brings $2.50@2.75 and $3.25@ 
3.50 respectively. Low grades are dull, 
but steady, as the supply is light, much 
of the material being turned into feed, 
owing to the high price of the latter.

ing sentences, wherein Sir Roper Leth- 
bridge, C. I. E., M. P., (and perhaps, for 
aught we know to the contrary, O. K. P. 
H. K.) acting chairman, regrets “that 
our noble chairman telegraphs at the 
last moment to me to take the place 
which he would properly fill, which he 
so worthily fills at such meetings,” to 
the closing resolution offered by one Mr.

In the course of a long and thorough- 
ly British address delivered, we imagine, 
in the conventional attitute affected by 
Mr. Pickwick, body bent slightly for- 
ward, left hand under coat-tail, and 
right extended from time to time in ap- 
propriate gestures, Sir Roper, of the 
many titles, has this to say of the com- 
ay its prospects: 

“As you are aware, this is simply the 
statutory meeting, called in accordance 
with the act of parliament and not at 
the instigation of the directors for the 
transaction of the business of the com- 
pany. The directors, however, take the 
opportunity to give the shareholders 
what information it is in their power to, 
as to the properties acquired and the 
progress of the business. The company 
was formed about the middle of October, 
to take over two important systems of 
grain elevators, in the states of Minneso- 
ta and Dakota, and having their chief 
depot in Minneapolis.

This eleva- 
oa = te grain is usu done by an 
en belt, fitted with buckets much 
in the same way as our dredging ma- 
chines are worked here; from this the 
buildings have become known as eleva- 
tors. These belts are propelled in the 
larger elevators by steam, and in the 
smaller ones by horse power.” 

He next explains how the farmer hav- 
ing grain for sale takes it to the nearest 
elevator and gets market price for it, re- 
marking that “there is no competition, 
for probably there is no other elevator 
within 10 or 20 miles of him, and if he 
took it there he would only get the same 
price, because the price at which grain is 
to be taken for the day is fixed by a com- 
mittee of elevator owners, who sit daily 
in the market centers’ of the grain in- 
dustry and telegraph the price fixed to 
every elevator. It may perhaps be 
thought that this lack of competition 
might tend toward unfair treatment of 
the farmer, but such is not the case. 
* * * We and our predecessors in 
title have never charge? anything like 
the maximum charge allowed by law; 
our profits in the past have been made 
on charges about one-half what is al- 
lowed, and the present directors have 
made, and have no intention of making, 
any changes in this respect. [Anges 
* * * AsThavestated, the farmer hav- 
ing grain to sell has only to go to the ele- 
vator to receive the same price for his 
grain as is ruling in the centers of the 
grain market, less the elevator charges 
and freight to the center. Now if he 
wants to sell his grain direct, it is neces- 
sary for him to go to the market him- 
self, probably 500 or 600 miles, and then 
he has brokerage to pay, and these 
charges would probably be more than the 
moderate charges of the elevators which 
are handling the grain in bulk. But, in 
addition, he may probably find that 
there is no market in oy for present 
delivery, and has to sell for forward de- 
livery. If he is a rich man, and does not 
want the money, he will suffer no addi- 
tional disadvantage from this, but if, as 
is generally the case, the farmer can well 
afford to use all his money on his farm, 
it is then necessary to send his grain to 
a terminal elevator, such as our Star 
elevator, which is under state supervis- 
ion, and can give warrants for the grain, 
on which, with the brokers’ sale note, he 
is able to obtain, say 75 per cent advance 
from his bankers. But see what enor- 
mous trouble and worry, in addition to 
the large expense, he is saved by using 
a country elevator. 

“Our working capital,” continued the 
chairman, “is by no means an insignifi- 
cant sum, being no less than £100,000, 
but this, I may tell you, is only sufficient 
to provide at the busiest portion of the 
year the margin required to carry the 
immense quantities of grain we handle. 
When this is stated, it might appear that 
we were indulging in risks in carrying so 
large an amount of grain, partly on bor- 
rowed money. Such, however, is not the 
case. As stated before, the price fixed 
for purchase is one sufficiently below the 
ruling cash price of the day to pay our 
elevator expenses, freight, and give us 
reasonable margin of profits; but oper- 
ators are more anxious to deal for future 
delivery than for cash. Wheat, though 
it all comes into store in September and 
October, is not all for use in those 
months, but for February, March, April, 
May and onward, till the new crop is 
ready. Now persons who want to buy 
for future use we are quite willing to ac- 
comodate, because it keep our elevators 
full, and we are paid for the storage of 
the grain, and they also pay us a fair 
profit on the interest of the money for 
which we wait. Even then there might 
be element of risk, because our purchas- 
er might fail and the price of grain fall 
in the meantime. But this we prevent 
by the maintenance of a margin, and 
thus protect ourselves beyond what ap- 
pears to be a risk. The 
accounts which our auditors prepared 
for us show most clearly that these meas-

“The following extracts from reports 
we have received,” proceeds Sir Roper, 
“will tend to show you that there is ev- 
ery prospect of the hopes held out to you 
in our prospectus being more than ful- 
filled.

“There is also one from Mr. Van Dusen, 
in which hesays: ‘We have the Star ele- 
vator filled to its utmost capacity, and 
sold for delivery next summer at a price 
that gives us a good carrying charge for 
the elevator, and we also have quitea 
large quantity of wheat in our country 
houses that is handled in the same man- 
ner. Everything is in splendid shape, 
and we have had no bad luck in any way, 
and everything is in as good condition as 
could be ho for with the amount of 
stuff that we have to handle.’ I have, 
however, omitted to mention one source 
of profit which has turned in well dur- 
ing past years, and which we may expect 
todo the same this year, that is, the 
profit derived at our Star elevator 
from the grading of wheat. It is 
necessary to tell you that wheat is grad- 
ed according to weight, and as some grain 
is much over the weight required for the 
first grade, it is possible to mix a certain 
quantity of lighter—or second grade— 
grain with it, and make all up to first 
grade standard. The possession of coun- 
try elevators in so large an area, and the 
possession of so enormous an elevator as 
the Star wharf, which can, and does, as 
you have heard, contain nearly 2,000,000 
bus of grain, enable us to earn this con- 
siderable and legitimate profit.

C. A. Pillsbury on Bucket-Shops. 


C. A. Pillsbury is quoted as follows by 
the Minneapolis Star in an interview on 
the action of the Chicago board of trade 
in shutting off quotations in order to 
close up the bucket-shops: “It is a very 
good thing for the legitimate farming 
and milling interests of this section. 
These bucket-shops are largely instru- 
mental in causing the very low prices at 
which grain of all kinds is now and has 
been selling for the last few years, and 
if the evil is not checked in some way, 
shape or manner, grain will absolutely 
be worth nothing in the course of a few 
years. The actual amount of the farm- 
ers’ sales, immense as it is, is a mere bag- 
atelle as compared with the ‘wind sales’ 
made through these bucket-shops. This 
is a step in the right direction. Another 
step which would cure the whole trouble 
would be to stop any short selling of 
grain except from parties who absolute- 
ly own or control the grain, and would 
be able to deliver the same if called 
upon. I do not know that this is prac- 
ticable, but I believe it will be done 
within a very few years, even if the 
constitution of the United States has 
to be amended in order to do it. 
Low prices are as disastrous to the mill- 
ing interests as to the farming interests, 
and I am willing to stake my reputation 
that the majority of the mills in the 
northwest have lost money during the 
last: three or four years: While the 
farmers have received comparatively lit- 
tle or nothing for their wheat, still the 
mills have paid them more than they 
could afford to; but if the price of wheat 
had been lower the mills would have lost 
more money. I never knew the milling 
interest to be prosperous on low prices 
of wheat. The legitimate situation of 
wheat has been such during the last 
three or four years that wheat should be 
worth $1 per bu at every railroad station 
in Minnesota, and it is this tremendous 
short selling of hundreds of millions of 
bushels, which the party selling does not 
own, or never expected to own, 
which, added to the large amount 
of actual sales, has knocked the bottom 
out of the markets. This evil has grown 
to be so tremendous that it will tend to 
depopulate the farming communities 
unless it is stopped, and vigorous meth- 
ods will have to be taken to stop it. The 
idea that the millers have not been pay- 
ing the farmers enough for their wheat 
is entirely wrong. I will put up a large 
forfeit that I can prove to any fair- 
minded committee that, with the excep- 
tion of a few who have a very great rep- 
utation for their flour, the mills have 
paid more for wheat during the last few 
years than they could afford to pay. If 
wheat had been $1 per bu every miller 
would have made money. The fact is, 
the production throughout the world 
has not increased any, taking it as a 
whole, during the last five or ten years, 
and legitimately wheat should be worth 
over $1 per bu throughout Minnesota 
and Dakota. If this short selling is not 
checked in some way or other, in five 
ears from now wheat will sell as low as

The anxious inquiry for the upward 
turn in the flour market remains as be- 
fore, unanswered except by the unpleas- 
ant remarks that have gone current for 
months. “We want to sell out at 5 cents 
on the dollar,” said a miller yesterday in 
reply to the usual question, and nobody 
would venture to say that the trade is 
more than fair. The improvement in 
wheat has created some hope of a stir in 
flour, but nobody seems to understand 
what sent wheat up, which is as good as 
a prediction that it will soon be down 

in. The mills are running at about 
the usual slow rate. The only one idle, 
so far as could be learned, is the Banner 
company’s Marine mill at Black Rock, 
but all are careful not to accumulate 
stock to any great amount. The price 
of flour for the city trade remains un-

There was a decided stir inhard wheat 
this week, and it is thought that fully 
300,000 bus changed hands. Of this at 
least 100,000 bus goes to New York for 
export. The price is fixed at 111¢c over 
Chicago May, for No. 1 hard, which 
would bring the flat price at 9194, 9014 
and 8610, which is about the highest 
figure reached this winter. The heavy 
drain of the hard wheat stocks reported 
this week is likely to be much increased 
at the next report, which makes it quite 
likely that there will not be enough to 
last till the first fleet isin. Two years 
ago there was only 2,500 bus left, which 
was all held by the Urban mills. The 
grain in store is as follows: Wheat, 
1,578,400 bus; corn, 45,378 bus; oats, 
6,795 bus; against 1,785,406 bus wheat, 
38,672 bus corn and 3,368 bus oats last 
week, and 2,556,773 bus wheat, 137,988 
bus corn and 35,619 bus oats last year. 
There is, out of this, 1,210,848 bus hard 
wheat, against 1,660,117 bus last year. 
The week’s decrease is 173,823 bus, the 
largest of the season. Receipts of corn 
and oats by rail continue good, but only 
a small amount of wheat comesin. As 
asample of the increased capacity of 
cars it is reported that 2,300 bus wheat 
was loaded from an elevator into 25 cars, 
and full 1,000 bu cargoes would have 
been given them if the lot had not run 
short. 

The general agents of the trunk lines 
centering in Buffalo held a meeting here 
Wednesday to hear grievances in regard 
to the car service rules. F., J. Shuttle- 
worth, of the Banner Milling Co., spoke 
for the millers, taking the ground that it 
was an im ibility to unload cars in 
the 5 oy 48 hours, arriving as they 
do. The grain is ordered in single car 
lots or other convenient quantities and if 
the roads would deliver them in the 
same order it would all be easy, but when 
the cars are delayed several days and 
then brought in all in a bunch nobody 
can handle them. For this the roads are 
alone to blame.

John T. Lester, one of the older mem- 
bers of the Chicago board of trade, died 
March 12. 

The board of managers of the New 
York produce exchange has decided to 
enforce the rule against trading in “puts” 
and “calls.” 

Stocks of grain in store in seven Kan- 
sas City elevators, March3, were: Wheat, 
130,128 bus; corn, 92,864 bus; oats, 11,066 
bus; rye, 3,849 bus. 

S. M. Meras, for several years agent of 
the Dayton, Wash., mill at that point, 
soon leaves for Tacoma, Mr. Woodworth, 
of Portland, relieving him. 

There seems to be little doubt that a 
good deal of damage wus done to the 
wheat of Kansas by the recent cold snap, 
says the Kansas City Star. 

The Illinois board of agriculture says 
that there is no reason to believe that 
the growing crop of winter wheat has 
been materially injured by cold weather. 

The business men of Adrian, Minn., 
are desirous of having the mill recently 
burned out at that place rebuilt and 
will offer substantial inducements for 
one of 75 to 100 bbls capacity. 

Wm. Pollock & Co. Mexico, Mo., write 
under date March 11: “We had quite 
a crop scare afew days ago, but think 
the damage only slight. It may be ten 
days before the effect can be ascertained 
to a certainty.” 

The Kansas farmers’ alliance is said to 
have about completed arrangements to 
store the corn raised by its members un- 
til better prices can be obtained, ad- 
vancing money on the consignments un- 
til a sale is effected. 

The French ministry has been urged 
to protest against the passage of the 
McKinley bill by congress. Germany 
and Austria contemplate imposing anew 
duty on English, Russian, Indian and 
American wheat in retaliation for the 
passage of the bill. 

The Chicago Trade Bulletin thinks 
that the reserves of wheat on July 1, 
1889, were the smallest for years, and 
that if the present demand for export 
and consumption be maintained during 
the coming three months, the reserves 
will be only slightly enlarged on July 1, 
1890. 

H. H. Emminga, of Golden, IIl., has 
been running his mill steadily since 
starting last summer, stopping only for 
Sunday. Its trade is almost entirely 
confined to export, which is found to be 
more satisfactory than domestic business. 
The condition of the wheat crop in that 
section is excellent. ' 

Gov. Thayer of Nebraska, has appealed 
to Chairman Walker of the interstate 
railway association, calling attention to 
the fact that the reduction of lc per bu 
on corn did no good, and saying that 
there is great dissatisfaction with the 
present condition of things. Hs asks 
that a reduction of 10c per 100 lbs be 
made. 

The directors of the Chicago board of 
trade have disapproved of the petition 
requesting that they purchase member- 
ships, as being too vague. The policy of 
the directory isto reduce the bonded 
indebtedness $50,000 per year to $1,000,- 
000, then refund it at 4 per cent. This 
will reduce interest charges $30,000. 
The directors submit an amendment to 
the rules, providing for the purchase of 
memberships at not over $1,000, and also 
empowering an assessment of $10 per 
annum on each member, to be used in 
the purchase of memberships. 

The Cleveland vessel owners’ associ- 
ation is taking steps to secure bills of 
lading stipulating “that a delivery by 
the carrier to the consignee named in

“I don’t know 
who the miller pou was, but I do 
know that he told the gospel truth about 
this crying evil. I recently hada case 
which well illustrates the point. While 
patents were at $6.10 a Boston flour man 
bought of our mill several lots, in the 
aggregate amounting to about 2,500 
bbls. Well, we asked for shipping di- 
rections, and they were partially given. 
The matter thus rested for a time, and 
the buyer was again urged to take his 
flour, as we wished to get it off our 
hands. But our efforts proved futile, 
and finally, after a number of weeks had 
elapsed, and prices had declined ma- 
terially, I wrote him that he must take 
the flour or we should ship it subject to 
his order. This brought out a response 
that he had not sold the flour, and could 
not give the directions asked for. This 
was as I had expected, and rather than 
have further controversy the order was 
canceled. You see, this party bought 
the flour when there seemed some pros- 
pect of prices going up instead of de- 
clining. He just speculated at our ex- 
pense. I regard this as one of the worst 
evils of the business, and it is to be re- 
gretted that it is on the increase. At 
the June meeting of the Millers’ Na- 
tional Association in Minneapolis I hope 
to see the question grappled with and 
handled without gloves. One miller, 
re le-handed, can accomplish nothing 

ghting it, and there ought to be con- 
oottedl action.”

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COOPERS CHIPS. 


The Kennedy shop ‘is at present pay- 
ing off at only llc for making hand bar- 
rels—a cut of le. 

Alex. Syme, the Glenwood, Wis., oak 
stave dealer, was in town Wednesday. 
His people ask 12c per set for staves. 

Among the assets of the Eagle Bbl 
Co. are 1,257 sets oak staves, 3,706 sets 
headings, 317 bbls, and 21,300 poles, 

Louis Sherman, in charge of the ma- 
chinery at the Cottrell shop, has just re- 
ceived a patent on his new barrel heater. 

Robert Gault, of the Hardwood Mfg. 
Co., has returned from the southwest, 
where he went to look up the hoop situ- 
ation. 

The one-stave barrel factory has been 
cleaned out of allits stored barrels, and 
is shut down awaiting the arrival of 
stock. 

The coopers have been making a strong 
effort the past week to get up the price 
of barrels, and present prospects are fa- 
vorable to their success. The millers 
were first approached upon the question 
of paying more for barrels, to enable the 
working coopers to earn fair wages. 
Most of them were found not unwill- 
ing to give the matter serious con- 
sideration, and since then several 
meetings have been held by the par- 
ties interested. The coopers consider 
15c a fair price for making, and it is 
probable that 35c will be fixed upon as 
the price to be paid by the millers for 
barrels. At present, quotations range 
from 32c to 33c, and numerous contracts 
are in force at these figures, but the 
heavy advance in stock that has recently 
taken place makes it impossible to fur- 
nish barrels at these’ prices without ab- 
solute loss. The working coopers have 
demanded that they be paid 15c on and 
after Monday, and it seems quite proba- 
ble that the whole matter will be ar- 
ranged satisfactorily by that time. 

The mills made a heavy run last week, 
and took an increased number of barrels. 
The manufacture, already light, fell off 
materially, leaving about 20,000 pack- 
ages to be drawn from store. A consid- 
erable part of these came from the one- 
stave factory, which was not in opera- 
tion. The mills are running much 
lighter this week, and will need less bar- 
rels. The supply of stored barrels on 
hand is very light, only about one fac- 
tory having any considerable amount 
accumulated. A year ago there was a 
very large quantity held in reserve.

Local shop managers are steady buy- 
ers of elm staves wherever offered at 
prices at all consistent with the prevail- 
ing market. Quotations still vary great- 
ly, the extreme range being $6.50@7.25 
per M. There are very few, if any, to be 
had at $6.50, and most sales come within 
the limits of $6.50@6.75. One very pe- 
culiar feature of the stock market is the 
weak position of oak staves. While elm 
staves have been very strong and madea 
steady advance for several weeks past, 
oak staves have shown a tendency to 
weakness little short of an outright de- 
cline. Where a short time ago it was 
difficult to. get oak at 11°{c per set, they 
are now freely offered at those figures, 
and there are rumors that a large block 
was recently sold at 111gc, on condition 
that it be received within certain dates. 
Why this should be so hasso far not 
been explained. There is no change in 
heading. Itis very plentiful, and sells 
for 3% @4c per set. Shaved hoops are 
comparatively scarce,and are strong at 
$7 per M. Few, if any, of the shops 
have put in any stock for future use, as 
is generally done at this season of the 
year, and there is considerable curiosity 
to see what they intend to do in the mat- 
ter. There was a total of 32 cars of stock 
reported unloaded last week, of which 12 
were oak staves, 6 elm staves, 8 heading, 
4 shaved hoops and 2 hoop poles.

They 
consider the one-stave barrel a superior 
article. The works of Anderson & Co. were 
shut down this week on an attachment 
from New York on a promissory note 
against the Detroit company. Mr. An- 
derson expects to be running again very 
soon.

Commissioners Bragg and Schoon- 
maker, of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, are taking testimony at New 
York in relation to the working of the 
interstate law. Chas. A. Green said that 
the flour rate from Minneapolis to Chi- 
cago is 71¢c, while the mills between the 
two places have to pay as high as 10c. 
This is the result of the long and short 
haul discrimination. He thought the 
rates on corn from Chicago to New York 
very reasonable; also on wheat. The ex- 
port of corn, he said, was increasing.

Nearly three years ago we pub- 
lished our purpose to attempt to 
establish our patents by actions 
against manufacturers, and if we 
succeeded, to enforce them. We 
always intended to prosecute the 
cases, if necessary, to the Su- 
preme Court.
